Wines and liquors valued at 


; approximately $325,000 were seized 


in three raids staged by prohibi- 
tion officers in San Francisco 
yesterday. The outstanding cache 
of wines was found at 367 Bay 
street when the officers led by 
Colonel Sam Johnson after twist- 
ing through escret passages and 
‘creeping down a hidden runway 


‘stumbled upon an_ underground 
winery constructed like the fa- 
mous wine caves of France. 
Check of the contents in the 
wine cave revealed that approxi- 
mately 100,000 gallons of wines 
valued at between $180,000 and 


$300,000 were stored in the cellar. 
The subterranean passages and 
storehouses under Bay street at a 
depth of over 100 feet are believed 
to have been dug years ago. Au- 
thorities believe that the cavern 
is the headquarters of a- wine- 
smuggling gang operating wlong

TEN MILLIONS FOR SCHOOL: 
PROPAGANDA 


An effort is to be made to break down American 
nationalism through the schools, according to the Na- 
tional Republic, whick in the current issue, quotes 
a speaker at the recent convention in Washington of 
the National Educational Association, as declaring 
“that a fund of ten million dollars is being raised to 
teach school children in America and throughout the 
world that nationalism means war and internationalism 
means peace. The National Republic continues: 


“An excess of the national spirit has not led this 
nation into any one of the wars in which it has been 
engaged, although the lack of it. has more than once 
brought about a degree of military and naval unpre- 
paredness which has invited attack and endangered the 
country when war has been forced upon us., There is 
no reason to believe that outside influences will be per- 
mitted to carry on political propaganda in the schools 
of any country other than the United States, so that 
this highly financed program of internationalism in the 
opinion of many will only mean.an.effort.to denation- 
alize the United States. Who is willing to contribute 
ten million dollars to use the schools of America as a 
means of denationalization, and why? — How is this 


not in the employment of teachers or in meeting any 
of the other ordinary expenses of operating the schools. 
Is it the idea to influence the preparation of text 
books? Already some history text books are in use in 
the schools in which the achievement of American pa- 
triots in behalf of their country are minimized and the 
‘dea is held forth that the loyalty of the citizen is due 
to the world in general rather than first to-his- own 
country. Is it the idea to influence the attitude of 
the teachers themselves? Already they are the targets 
of many denationalizing influences, It love of the 
country a dangerous influence in the United States? 
Ig it too strongly impressed upon school children as 
matters now stand? Has any private organization the
